About four years ago he was shot at 


from ambush near Green River by a 
cowboy known as "Hackay" Hughes, 
whose only object was to secure the re- 
ward offered by the State authorities of 
Utah. The bullet pierced tbe lobe of 
us ear, and the blood streaming down 
his face acted upon Cassidy as a red flag 
might to a maddened bull. 


With a bowl of rage he turned bis 


horse just as another bullet passed

For picturesque profanity "Butch" Gas- 
sidy hasn't his equal in the States, and 


on that occasion be is said to have fairly 
surpassed himself. Kipping ont a string 
of oaths that would reach from Dan to 
Beersheba be jumped from his horacand 
dodged behind K boulder. 


He waited for twenty minutes, and 


then the cowboy shot the outlaw's 
horse, which had been grazing in the 
open 
This was more than "Butch" 


could stand 
Throwing caution to the 


winds he ran toward the clump of 
bushes with a pistol in each baud bark- 
ing at every step 


But Hughes consideilng discretion tbe 


better part of valor, had jumped on his 
horse and succeeded in making good 
his escape 
But tbe vindicative nature 


of "Butch" Cassidy asserted itself 
He 


had recognized his assailant, and eveiy 
member of the band received instruc- 
tions to be on the watch for him. 
Hughes left tbe Green Hiver country, 
mil it was not until six months later 
that he waa located, on the north fork 
of the Powder Elver, up In Wyoming 


Cassidy was notified, and with a dozen 


picked men he reached the ranch where 
Hughes was working 
It was during 


the spring round-up 
The two men met 


face to face 
Hughes knew what was 


coming, and pulled his gun. But he 
wasn't quick enough 
Cassidy's oistol 


cracked fust, and the cowboy dropped

• great deal of uneasiness on the part o' 
the Q<my people, and some quiet rumnr.- 
are iHMng heard of a decided change i. 
the Lear future in the Senatorial situa- 
tion. One thing ,rea;iy feared is that 
Quay will get nut of the flgbt, and leave 
in the lurch the men wuo have made it 
possible for him to be a factor in the 
situation.

THE DEPLETED STATE TREASURY. 


The pcheoce to pernn the State *r re- 


tain all the personal property tas :'i\- 
lectud from the counties during tbe next 
two years iu order to help swell tbe 
CociOJonwealtU'srevfuues seems to have 
the backing of the State Administration. 
Thie tax ie collacted from the counties 
uiide1- Una Act of June 8, 1891, which 
auttonzos the Scale to retain one-fourth 
of the amount and to cover into the 
county trsas,uies the remaining three- 
fourths. Governor Stone is reported to 
favor the proposition for the State to 
retain all of the tax, which proposal 
was seriously considered by some of the 
members of the House Committee on 
Ways and Meant) two years ago as an 
available source of much needed public 
funds; but it was so prom ptly and vigor- 
ous'y antagonized that the suggestion 
waa dropi>ed. 


The new Governor seems to look with 


favor on the proposition now as being 
less unpopular than the plan to cut 
dawn the school appropriation ; aud as 
the finances of the Commonwealth are 
in an unhealthy condition it is sup- 
posed that he is anxious to adopt even 
drastic means of relief.
